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1) Tho «x-iiufti arrivtd in 3alrut oarly in Pebroary. 1952, v»d waa 
inforoed unofficially thnt tJie gerernaent waa not anxioua for 
hia to raaain in the Lebanon. 

2) Gn 13 Febrvary, 1952. the ex-Kuftl. aeeoapanied by 3haykh 
SabrMABDlH, 3eliaffl'3*?KI. HuJdiÌJ*ari, end Jiuhanmad*BEH£A¥I , 
oroeeed into Syria elandeetinely. The ex-hufti stayed in 
Daaaecue in the hoae of his nepner, Huaayn'al-HUSATsI. On 

the folloMing day, this grovp returned to Lebanon. Jhlle in 
Daaaecus, the «x-í.u/ti wae inforaed by bis eupportera thft 
the 3HISIU10I regiee woull -.robably not be pleased at haring 
hla reaaln in Syria for any long period of tiioe. 

3) Souree reporte that the ex-£*ufti la planning to go to Paklstan 
to prepare the ground for the oo^ing islaaie eonreronee, and 
that be will probably not be ln 3elrut for the large aeeting 
whlcb the AHC ie platu»ing to bold there at the end of Febmìry. 

4) On ui.i return froa Pakistan, tbe e .-»'- ufti plans to go to 3audi 
Arabla to eonfer vith king Ibn SA' JD on oneations pertalnlng 
to tbe refugeea. Then, if the Egy>tlan oovernaent raieee no 
difflcultles, he will return to Eg/pt.

Ths Syrian Preas aunounced tl.at tho ex-'irfti wae planaing to 
vialt Dama«cus after eontaeting hls followars in the Lsbanon, 
but to date the Press, and po.'.oibly ths 3eourity Serriees, are 
not aware that the ex-i*ufti visited Damascus on 3 3 February, 
1952. 
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
